Sunday afternoon the wind 
became shifting and strong with 
the result that more than 1000 
acres were afire. This spread 
until by Monday some 2,000 
acres had been burned over and 
dikes along more than a two 
mile line are being eaten away 
by insidious small fires. 

In attempting to interrupt the' 
path of the brush and muck fires 
ten or more tractors are being 
used; high pressure pumps are
